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Pi-ior to 27 Juno 1951, the PS battalion in Cheb (II $l/P 37) v/aa subordinate 
to a PS brigade in Cheb which, in turn, was subordinate to Unit I 
in Prague* The PS brigade headquarters was located in a former monastery, 
where also the brigade’s headquarters company and a penal company of politi- 
cally 'unreliable personnel wore quartered. Personalities of the PS brigade 
included Hajor Okrouhlik, (fnu) , who,wa3 succeeded in command of the brigade 
: brr Captain Marcia, (feu), in June 1951$ Lieutenant Ryaavy, (fnu) s political 
officer 5 and Staff Captain Salina, (fnu), brigade physician, Source Icnew of

The PS battalion was located in a three-story building about 1 kra south of the 
Cheb railroad station and was commanded by Lieutenant Tro Jacob, (fnu). The 
headquarters building also billeted a unit which c endue ted cheoks at the Cheb 
railroad .station. The PS battalion had five companies, namely the 21st Co in 
Sv, Kriss, $J km south-southwest of Cheb; the 22d Co in SLapary (N 5l/P 16)3 
the 23d Co in Stsry Hrozr.atov (II 5l/P 36};: the 2iith Co in Kos'iy (N Sl/P 36)3
